of North Bound Car—Miss Schumacher 


Was Instantly Killed and Sprague 


Died a Few Moments After!.

The iyi<»t frightful accident in Lire his- 


tory of Uic lie-He City Electric Street l\ail- 
ivay company occurred .shortly 'before 9 
o'clock this morning, when North Main 
Street and Washington avenue, ear No. 
1C, 'bound north, W. II. Barry, motormaii, 
ran over and killed Miss Mabel Schu- 
macher, seventeen years old, daughter of 
Policeman Kd'ward Schumacher, find Eu- 
gene Spragiic, of Lyons, Mich., aged sev- 
enteen years, a professional 
balloonist, 


who made an ascension at Lincoln park 
a few weeks ago, and c-ame .here to make 
one ycstordiay. 


At the time of the accident both vic- 


tims were, Aiding.. bicycles.- a.nd they col- 
lided in front of tho .street car w.bile at- 
tempting to avoid each other, directly 
opposite the Socor block, corner of Main 
and Third streets.- 


Owing 'to 'the intense excitement that 


prevailed it was alm-o^t i^iporoible to get 
n correct version of the unfortunate af- 
fair, but it would appear as if it was un- 
avoidable on the part of tho rnotorman. 


A Jour.mvl reporter met llin iin>torm<in 


a few moments ufter the accident, at tho 
offices 'of t-he .itreet railway c.-jmpiuiy and 
the poor fellow was crying and terribly 
ngitatcd. ; He nradc the following state- 
ment:

When Mr. Schumacher raoi to the car 


for the purpose of helping remove -the 
injured -persons he bid not the slightest 
idea- that it wu-s Iris own daughter whom 
he was ta.khig out and the first intimation 
lie had that it mis his child was when 
her face was turned up. The shock was 
terrible a-nd for a. time Mr. Schumacher 
was completely unmajined, but he soon 
recovered himself and assisted in cuiTy- 
dng 'his beloved uhild to (he city -had! and 
"was with her w-hen ho died a, few mo- 
ment slater. 


Drs. Wallace Nott artd Kitto were soon' 


on the ground, but onuHd do nothing for 
the injured a.nd-pronounced the injuries 
total. 


The wheels of the caripassc.'l across the 


body of young Spra.gue, crushing 
his 


t'uirhs and legs and he wad otherwise 
cut and bruised. • 


Miss. Schumacher was horribly crushed 


about the O'bdomen and body,--but not 
•about the face or head. 


A fit or being struck the ear dragged the 


victims many foot, rolling them along on 
the hard street, there being no fenders 
or life guards on the car.

.Rev. Eli Corwin, a prominent Congre- 


gational minister and well known as a 
lecturer- on Hawaiian 
annexation, to. 


winch cause he devoted many years of 
his-life, died at the Chicago Home for In- 
curables, Fifty-fifth street and Ellis av- 
enue, Saturday night. About a. year and 
a half ago he sullered a stroke of paraly- 
sis while traveling through Kansas mak- 
ing speeches in favor of the annexation 
of Hawaii, which left him helpless and 
speechless. 


Rev. Mr. Corwin was born at Wallkill, 


N. Y., in 1S24 and received his early edu- 
cation in the common schools of his na- 
tive city. He later entered Williams col- 
lege, from which he graduated in 1348, 
and then entered tho Onion Theological 
Seminary in New York city, from wliiuh 
he was graduated in ISol. He was or- 
Jained a. Congregational minister in the 
fall 
of 1S51 a.ud shortly after became 


chairman of the Seaman's Friend society. 
He later received a call from the First 
Presbyterian church of San Jose, Cnl., 
where he remained until 1S3S. In 1S50 
he was appointed secretary'of the Califor- 
nia -State Agricultural society, which po- 
sition he held in connection with his du- 
ties as pastor of the San Jose church. He 
then removed to the Sandwich Islands 
and 
became -pastor of the Foi-t 
Street 


church of Honolulu, where he was until 
1S08, when he returned to California to 
become .pastor of- the Second Congrega- 
tional church of Oakland. He was also 
pastor of Green Street Congregational 
church and Mills Seminary of Brooklyn, 
Cnl. 
He came, cast in 1872 and become 


pastor of the Congregational church at 
Jamestown, N. Y. Jn 1875 he removed to 
Jacksonville, 
111.,-where 
e was until 


1SSO, when he received a call from the 
i-iacinc. .Wis., Presbyterian church, and 
remained until he left active ministerial 
work. About tcii years ago he became 
secretary of the Chicago Theological Sem- 
inary, but gave this up to advance tho 
cause of annexation of the Hawaiian Is- 
allds.

per cent. This increase is classed as an 
outrage and a result of the grip. trusts 
have upon the country. A. V. BoniaiiHa, 
ono of the members of a big trunk fuc- 
tory- at Milwaukee, handles the trusts 
without gloves. He says that the prices 
have advanced within six months; that 
trunk manufacturers, basing their con- 
tracts upon prices of tlie early part of the 
year, and the stocks on hand, have been 
taken unnwnres by the remarkable rise 
in prices of supplies, nnd have, he says, 
been compelled to iill their contracts at a 
heavy loss. 


Mr. Koma'.ika is quated as saying: 
•l:lt is simply outrageous that the man- 


ufacturer and the public should be ileoccd 
to pay dividends on the watered stocks 
of these bif: combines. ]f we want any 
goods, we have to pny the prices asked 
for them, and that is all there is about it. 
The trust magnates go to Europe, and 
we slave away at uorac to supply the 
funds on wluch they live like the nobil- 
ity;

'•'Tlie advances in iron goods, especially 


in the past few months, have been some- 
thing unheard of.. There is. band hoop 
iron, of which we use a great deal, ad- 
vanced from 51.27, f. o. b, Milwaukee, the 
price last-February, to $2.72V». f. o. b. at 
their factory at the present time. In ad- 
dition to the price last named, we arc 
now 
obliged 
to pny 23 cents on 100 


pounds a year ago, are now $2.73; and 0 
vanced at tlie same rate. Wire 20 and 
GO-ponny nails, that cost us $).<10 for'100 
pounds a year aga. are now $2.iT5; and C 
and "penny nails, worth .?1.0.5 a year ago, 
arc now $3.30 for 100 pounds. All cop- 
per goods, brass locks, etc., have gone up 
150 per cent. Here is an entry blank in 
my books, showing that we paid for fifty, 
pounds of brass pins, riv.j-ouncc gauge, 
last 
fall, at the rate of $0.25 for 100 


pound;, f. o. b. at Milwaukee, and 5 per 
cent off. Today we pay $13.30 for 100 
pounds of the same goods at the factory, 
the freight being paid by us. Why, even 
benzine, that cost us 4'^ cents a gallon 
about New Year, now costs us 10 cents a 
gallon, thanks to the grip of the Stand- 
ard Oil company. I don't know what we 
are coining to. The worst of it is tha-t 
no one knows when they will hit you 
hardest, or when prices will change.1' 


The M. M. Sccore Trunk company o! 


this city is considerably affected by the 
advance in prices, but as they made no 
contracts early in the season, they will 
not lose anything on that account.

and- usually it-is the fault'of the way 
the..field is managed either-at sowing 
time or after the nurse crop has been 
taken off, says a correspoiident of The 
Prairie Farmer. Most farmers do not 
cover the seed deep enough. One of 
my neighbors has been trying to seed 
a certain piece of ground for' four 
years and has always failed. Ha in- 
variably sows his nurse crop (usually 
oats), then' waits three or four weeks 
and then sows his clover seed on the 
hard ground without any covering. 
The result,is the seed does.not come 
up, or If it. does come up and live until 
harvest it is sure to die when the 
graln'is removed and the young plants 
are exposed, to the hot sun. The root 
is not deep enough to stand the dry 
weather that is almost Sure to occur 


1 about harvest time and directly after 


harvest. 
Fair wheat or rye is the best nurse 


crop 1 hare, ever tried.- preferably 
rye, but in many parts of the. country 
oats is the principal small grain crop 
aud must be dopemled upon for a 
nurse crop. Iu seeding clover with 
oats I cultivate my onts in aud harrow 
once to smooth the surface of the 
ground somewhat in order that none 
of the soed will get covered too deep.

No plant CMU grow and thrive m a 


seed bed consisting chiefly of dry clods 
and air spaces. The plow very seldom 
leaves the soil iu a proper couilitiou for 
a seed bed. In order to bring It to the 
desired condition, the soil must be pul- 
verized, lined, settled aud supplied 
with :i quantity of moisture sufficient 
to promote vigorous plant growth. This 
condition cannot be secured at this 
time of the year by preparation that 
lasts only a. few days. 


Therefore, it behooves the farmers to 


get the prospective wheatflelds plowed 
and harrowed as soon ns possible in or- 
der that the preparation of the soil 
may bo continued long enough to put 
it in'the'finest possible condition. If 
the laud is plowed now, any rains that 
full between now aud the 1st of Sep- 
tember will be Inrscly stored in tho soil 
and a flue seed bod will be the result 
Tho weathering of the soil will also 
benefit It by setting free, large quanti- 
ties of plant food for the use of the 
germinating and growing wheat plants 
In tho fall months. . 


Early plowing for wheat makes the 


crop doubly sure aud also gives the 
farmer tho satisfaction that he Is push- 
lug ills work instead of the work push- 
ing him. Farmer, plow early! 


Hoiv to Pasture SorRhnm. 


Professor X. L, Lyou of the Nebras- 


ka experiment station has recommend- 
ed iiorghum as a pasture for dairy 
cows, through July, August and Sep- 
tember as affording..a. large quantity 
of sncculent forage wMch.has..a mark- 
ed eCfect on the mlllc flow. Ho recom- 
mends to panturc tiie sorghum after it 
iins attained • Its height end. before it 
has headed. • He says that at this 
stage-one aero will furnish pasture for 
10 cows 12 days, that care should bo 
taken when cows are first turned ou 
sorebuni.posture that too much Is not 
eatnn and that it is well to feed them 
lu the morning before turning out tc 
pasture until they become accustomed
